with, much to my regret: I mean the Opinion of 
that native Honeſty and Simplieity of Manners which 
I had always imagin'd to be ioſſerent in Country- 
People, I ſoon obſery'd it was with them and tis, 
as they ſay of Animals; That every Species at 1 
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has one to reſemble it at Sea; for *twas eaſy to diſ- 
cover the Seeds and Principles of every Vice and 
Folly that one meets with in the more known, 
World, tho ſhooting up in different Forms. I took 
a Fancy out of the ſeveral Inhabitants round, to fur- 
niſh the Camp, the Bar, and the Exchange, and 
ſome certain Chocolate and Coffee-Houſes, with ex- 
act Parallels to what, in many Inſtances, they al- 
I ready produce, There was a drunken quarrelſome 
Smith, whom J have a hundred times fancied at the 
Head of a Troop of Dragoons, A Weaver, withia 
| two Doors of my Kinſman, was perpetually ſetting 
{ Neighbours together by the Ears. I lamented to 
| fee how his Talents were miſplac'd, and imagin'd 
/ What a Figure he might make in Weſtminſter-Hall, 
Goodman Crop of Compton-Farm, wants nothing 
| but a. Plumb and a Gold Chain to qualify him 
/ for the Government of the City. My Kinſman's 
/ Stable-Boy was a gibing Companion that would al- 
ways haye . He would often put Cow-itch 
in the Maids Beds, pull Stools from under Folks, and 
Jay a Coal upon their Shoes when they were aſleep, 
He was at laſt turn'd off for ſome' notable piece of 
| Roguery, and when I came away, was Joitering a- 
mong the Ale-houſes. Bleſs me, thought I, what a 
prodigious Wit would this have been with us! I 
could have match'd all the Sharpers between St. 
Fames's and Covent-Garden, with a notable Fellow in 
the ſame Neighbourhood, (ſince hang'd for picking 
Pockets at Fairs) could he have had the Adyantages 
of their Education. So nearly are the Corrup- 
tions of the Country ally'd to thoſe. of the Town, 
with no further Difference than what is made by 
another Turn of Thought and Method of Liv-

© How ſevere are theſe Reflections upon the Repu- 
© tation of a young Lady? And had ſhe not a 
© Greatneſs of Mind ſuperior to their Malice, which 
© ſome no doubt will aſcribe to Impudence, I can» 
© not ſee how ſhe could dare ſhew her face. But 
© I who have known her from her Infancy, think it 
E incumbent on me to vindicate her Character, 
© and make no queſtion, in very. few words, of 
© convincing all impartial Judges, how innocent 
© ſhe is of what they lay to her charge. Jenny 
E Filch was brought up at a Boarding-Schoo},

For as more ſeyere Studies 
require a very cloſe Application, theirs perhaps ingage 
it too little, and their Spirits are too volatile to give a 
long and conſtant Attention, This Abſence of theirs, 
if J may fo ſpeak, my Couſin Humphry calls a Tax 
upon great Genius's, and ſays, he thinks it a Happi- 
neſs, when a-Man of eminent Parts has nothing par- 
ticular to be known by, either when he walks the 
Street, or appears in Company, Fcr which Reaſon, 
in talking over the Characters of ingenious Men, I 
am frequently offended to hear People dwell upon 


ſome odd Circumſtances in their Behaviour. A cer- 


tain Author about Town is much celebrated for wri- 


ting all his Works upon Backs of Leiters, and Scraps 


of Paper. Another writ the beſt part of his Poem 
upon old Cards, and had like to have loſt ten of the 
fineft Lines in it, upon an Ace of Diamonds, which 
he had unluckily miſplac'd. A third, of immortal 
Memory, was wopt to lie in his Perriwig, and caught 
a Cold that deſtroy'd him, by waſhing his Hands, 
Theſe and many other Singularities obſeryable in 
Men of extraordinary Talents, might, for ought one 
knows, be natural to them. But when Papilio ſtudies 
for incoherent Anſwers to every Queſtion that is ask'd 
bim, and makes Appointments on purpoſe to forget 
chem; *tis a Queſtion among the Curious, Wheche- 
the Humour be natural or affected? I think it the 
moſt favourable Opinion, that there is a Mixture of 
both.

and are the promiſing, Preludes of future Perfecti- 


ons in the ſublime Sciences. : Theſe little Epigram- 


matical Flowers, in which you behold Poetry in 
her Spring, very various in her Array of Colours, 


bur not daring yet to ſhoot high from the Earth, | 


which were then offered up as Firſt-Fruits to the 
Great Harlæus, as they ſhew their own Inability 
of ſoaring high enough, yet they do in ſome 


Meaſure point at that immenſe Heighth of Praiſe, 
| . which 
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which ſhould be equal to the Subject commended, 


and which ought to be the particular Province of 
an Epick Poet. 77 


When I firſt entered the School, I was ſtruck . 
with a becoming Awe and Veneration to ſo ſacred - 
a Place, and the Dignity of the Perſon preſiding 


in it, not without a due Regard to the Faſces, which 


re the Symbol of his Authority. I could not then 


forbear taking the Perſon and Office of a School- 
malter into a nearer Conſideration, and to propoſe 


him to my Mind in the Abſtract, with a View of 


what he teaches. 


A School-maſter is a compleat Treaſury of cho- 
ſen Words from Claflick Authors, the very Com- 
poſition of whoſe Body does not ſeem to owe it 
ſelf ſo much to the Four Phy fical Elements, as to 
the Four and Twenty Letters of the Alphabet; 
and yet with ſo little Confuſion in his Contexture, 
that he ſhall be able, as it were, to unravel his 
whole Subſtance into Idioms, Proper Diction, Gol- 
den Sentences, Verſes, Themes, and Declamations. 
You would think the Oeconomy of his Houſe was 
directed entirely according to the Three Special 
Rules, and that the Book of Tenſes ſerved for 2 
Clock to it. His proper Buſineſs is to teach Gram- 


mar, which he diſtributes as ſound Aliment to his 


Scholars, giving every one ſuch a Portion for a 


Meal, and with that Impartiality, that no one com- 


plains of having too little. 


Whilſt I was amuſing my ſelf with theſe 
Thoughts, which to ſome may ſeem too ludicrous 
on ſo grave a Subject, (though I profeſs ic is far 
from my Intention to leſſen the Idea of ſo excels 


nt a Function) I was diverted from farther pro- | 


ſecuting the Character, by being obliged to take 
Notice of Three or Four ſpruce young Fellows that 
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walked about the School, and ſeemed to affe& an 
Air of Thoughtleſsneſs. They twirled round their 
Gloves with great Indifference, looked ſerene, wore 
Bob-Wigs, clean Sleeves, and their Coats were ge. 
nerally about ſix Inches too ſhort ; and ſeemed not 
at all to give Attention to the excellent Thing 
that were ſpoke. Theſe -I found to be young Sty- 
dents lately returned from Oxford, who would not 
condeſcend to be pleaſed with ſuch Trifles, exert- 
ing at the ſame Time ſeveral Lines in their Faces, to 
ſignify a ſuperior Excellence in Verlifying, and 
looking down with a Sort of Pity on thoſe that ad- 
mired the preſent Performances. 


Interſperſed here and there in ſeveral Corners 
of the School, you might have ſeen ſome Fellows 
of the ſame Stamp, bur ſomething ancienter Date, 
with a very profound Look, biting their Thumbs, 
and ſcratching their Heads: Others with their 
Faces lifted up horizontally to the Cieling; and 
here and there a Man that required only, for the 
Afſiſtance of his Invention, a Bit of Packthread, 
or a Pin to play with between his Fingers, 


Theſe Fellows, I found, were endeavouring to 
revive their Muſe long fince extinft, and deſirous 
of being catch'd in a Poſture of intending ſome- 
thing for the Uſe of the young Candidates. Theſe 
Rogues I could not bear with, for that I feared 
they might defraud the young Gentlemen of their 
due Praiſe, by a falſe Opinion that might be con- 
ceived of their Service; whereas it is very natu- 
ral co think, that Exerciſes of this Nature are pro- 
per only to Youth, who, by a peculiar Heat and 
Vivacity, are rendered capable of that Quickneſs 
of Apprehenſion which is neceſſary to produce 
thoſe extemporaneous and amazing Flights of 


Fancy.

Hen I was formerly an Oxford Scholar, 
I had the Honour of being Mace-bearer

Defects 
were, Pigs Eyes, Tup Noſes, ſhort Necks, caver- 
nous Cheeks, flat and ſharp Scalps, c. Tue ſe— 
veral Members of our Society were each of them 
dignified with ſome one or more of theſe re- 
ſpective Qualifications; inſomuch, that when we 
fate down together over our Eleemofynary Cups, 
we made a very good Symmetry in our Appear- 
ance, by an ariful Difpoſition of our Bodies in a 
proper Place and Light, whereby we ſeemed to 
transfer from one to another what might be defe- 
ctive or ſuperfinous,and by mutual Applications ob- 
umbrate our common Failures and Exceſſes. It was 
the cuſtomary Buſinefs of the Night to make Pa-

tude, not unworthy the Crown of an Oriental 


Monarch; which did not uſe to ſhine in is full 
Luſtre till Midnight. Then it was that the di- 
vine Phoaus, with his accuminated Creſt high 
tow'ring in the Air, conceived his Oration in 
Words to this Effe: © Moſt noble Anthracius, I 
am not ignorant how far it is above the Power 
of my Eloquence fufficzently to commend the 
indulgent Benignity of Nature, who has placed 
that effulgent Fungus of maſſy Light on the 
utmoſt Pro montory or thy lovely Vifage: See 
how its diffuſive Rays dazzle his Janguid Peepers, 
and ſpread a lambent Fire over the whole Sur- 
face of his Jowls and Chnckles.

J's: impoſlible to deſcribe Wit by Generals: 


For Wit is like Beauty: We may 


admire the Air, the Symmetry, the whole Colle 
ction of Charms; but we cannot expreſs it with · 


out running over the Lip, the Neck, the Eye, the 
Breaſts, and every individual Feature. 
I ſhall examine that Sort of Wit we call Turns. 


Theſe appear to Advantage in ſome Parts of Poetry, 


which make their proper Province, but loſe their 
Luſtre when miſplaced, and have nothing to ex- 
cuſe them, but an unbounded irregular Fancy. 
The Ornaments of Poetry, like thoſe of Dreſs, owe 
their Ecclat in a great Meaſure to their Situation. 

A Turn, that would have given Life to an Epi. 
ram, will make an Image in Heroicks parti-co- 
ed and ridiculous; as the ſame Jewel which a- 


dorned the Ear or the Neck, would in the far 
loo 


At preſent | 
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hook monſtrous and rueful. This Miſapplication 
then is a Species of falſe Wit, and has a large Share 
in the Degeneracy of our modern Writers. I ſhould 
be apt to diſtinguiſh the Mrſe that inſpired this 
Sort of Wit from the Divine Calliope, as I would a 
(oquet from a Fine Woman : One is all Air and Af- 
fectat ion; the other refines upon good Senſe, yet 
converſes in proper Words and Sentiments. A Turn 
is the Creature of Fancy, that after it is born, is 
put under the Tuition of the Judgment which is 
to aſſign it a proper Station, and to ſtint its Extra- 
vagancies. When it depends upon the Words or 
Style, great Care is to be uſed that it may not 
dwindle into Fun and Fingle; and when it conſiſts 
chiefly in the Thought, the ſame Diligence is re- 
quired that it may not ſink into any of thoſe Flow. 
„ of the School, or Common- Places of Youth, by 
which they gradually aſcend to this Attainment, 
Both the Real and Verba! Turn owe their Beauty to 
Novelty 3 for there is no greater Perfection in 
theſe Witticiſms, than what ariſes from that ſud- 
den Surprize they make upon the Imagination, 
They ſeem to take their Name from their Nature; 
for they conſiſt moſtly in advancing a Thought or 
Expreſſion, and then making what follows play 
upon it in an agreeable Way, either by retracting 
what went before, or wittily perverting it, or 
comparing it with ſomething that hits the ſame 
Fatt or Idea to any Degree of Exactneſs, or giving 
ſome ſurprizing Reaſon for it when it ſeemed a 


Paradox. Indeed, the Variety of Turns is ſo great, 


and their Beauty fo entirely owing to this Variety, 
that it is almoſt impoſſible to fix them to any ſtat- 
ed Rules. A Turn being the Product of Fancy, it 
is unnatural to uſe it but in thoſe gayer and more 
ary Parts of Poetry, where the Fancy is at Li- 
berty to wanton and gambol. In the Epick, in 
Tragedy, or in that Sort of Elegy which has Diſtreſs 
for its Subject, it would be ridiculous and trifling ;

for here the chief Buſineſs belongs to the Judgment, 


and the Fancy is only concerned in ranging for 
Images and Ideas equal to the Grandeur of the Sub- 


jet. A Herq in a Paſſion, might as well expreſs 


the high Sentiments of his Soul by laughing at 
one of the Plumes out of his Helmet, as by playing 
with a Turn or Double Entendre A Lover, lament- 
ing the Rigour of his Miſtreſs, or a Poet the Loſs 
of his Friend, in this ſportive Way, wauld make 


as aukward a Figure as the reſigned Ardelia, when 


ſhe laughs at the Miſchiefs committed by her 


Monkey, though the Loſs of her China wrings her 
very Soul; or an Iriſhman, in his Country Way, 


ſinging at a Funeral. The Antients had abun- 
dance of this Sort of Wit, and uſed it more diſ- 

creetly than the Moderns. The Greeks indeed ap- 
pear perfect Strangers to it; they had other Ways 
to improve that Mirth which was ſo natural to 
them. Anacreon and Ariſtophanes write in a Way 
where Turns are a Beauty, and yet it is very diffi- 
cult to find ſo much as one Expreſſion of that Sort 


in their Works. Homer, Heſiod, Theocritus, and 


| Mu ſæus, have nothing like it in their Poems, It 
ſeems to have begun at Rome, when Epigrams be- 


came the common Entertainment of their beſt | 
People. After Supper, or over a Bottle in a cool | 


Retreat, it was their Cuſtom to divert one another 
with reciting or compoſing three or four Diſtichs, 


that were uſually pointed with one of, theſe Turns, | 
in which they were, ſmart upon ſome of the reign- 


Ing Coxcombs, Coquets, or Humours. of that Age. 


Modern Lampoons were introduced as a Third 


Courſe at the Tables of great Men, in Imitation 
of this Cuſtom. A good Part of Martial's Epigrams 
ſeem to have been made at ſome of, thoſe, Conver- 
ſations; whence we may account for the great 


Inequality in his Works, which himſelf acknowe 
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Sunt bona, ſunt quedam mediocria, ſunt mala plura. 


For we may imagine, that the Grave Pieces were 
made juſt upon the Whet, the Bright after the firſt 
Bottle, and the Smwutty after a full Doſe, The Ap- 
plauſe that followed upon theſe ſmart Things, 
tempted the Fraternity to mingle them with their 
moſt Serious and Pathetick Works. Ovid, whoſe 
great Fault was Redundance, ran early into a pal- 
pable Extravagance this Way, In his Exile, amidſt 
Cold, Hunger, Solitude, and Diſtreſs, he indulges 
this aukward Bodinery very feelingly. Imagine a 
generous Fellow, touched with the Loſs of a fine 
Woman, and could he find Leiſure for ſo egregious 
a Turn as | | |

Where the Author ſubmits to be pelted with Snow-

Ty. It would ſet up an ordinary Critick to take 
the Moderns to Taſk upon this fingle Article, the 
Miſapplication of Turns. The Time may perhaps 
come, when I may in Perſon ſummon our great 
Alexander, Theodoſius, Brutus, Anthony, Ceſar, Ta- 
merlane, Appius, and Oſmyn, to anſwer their Extra- 
vagancies this Way, and out of their own Mouths 
ſhall condemn them.

MADA M, 


HE Hours to me are Ages of Miſery; they 

muſt be inſupportable to a Wretch who 

can never know what Joy is but in her 
Preſence. Love may well be defined a reſtleſs 
Impatience to be with thoſe we adore, What a 
miſerable Conſtraint then muſt I live under, who 
make it my Buſineſs to avoid the Miſtreſs of my 
Soul? Where my Heart, my Wiſhes, my Thoughts 
are eternally, there I muſt never be. Did ſhe but 
know what I ſuffer, and how much a Diſcretion 
as exact as mine makes one miſerable 5 but alas! 
they muſt love like me that are to gueſs at my 
Torments. I hardly know I live, but by what I 
endure for her. O ! Nothing can touch my Soul ; 
there is no Harmony in Words, unleſs ſhe ſpeaks 
them; there is no Bliſs, but in her Smile; no 
Terror, but in her Frown ; nothing worth living 
for, but her Eſteem. There is this Comfort in an 
Affliction like mine, no other Thing can give me 
a Moment's Uneaſineſs. She prevents all other 
Grief), ſhe prevents all other Pleaſure. If the whole 
Vorld ſhould change its Place, and ſhe not con- 
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cerned, T ſhould hardly perceive it. Whether 
Peace or War, what Party prevails, whoſe Ruin 
is near, all theſe Things are now indifferent, they 
employ not my Thoughts. My only Impatience 


is to increaſe her good Opinion, my only Care not

let me not be condemned unaccuſed, unheard ;

Paſſion ; and ſhould not my Hand declare, my 
Tongue endeavour to deſcribe it, that ſhe might 
know my Love ſuch as it ought to be? The Ado- 
ration that I pay her is ſuch, and no other but what 


we wow all pay the Gods, were their charming 
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Attributes ſo viſible. I was prepared for their fatal 
Influence before I ſaw her Eyes; I was bewitch'd 
by her Syren Tongue before I heard it.

As the Beginning of my Fate was extraordina- 
ry, I think all the Steps of it have been and will 
be out of the common Road. The Foundation of 
a common Paſſion is a Deſire to. pleafe ones ſelf, 
but the Aim of mine is only to pleaſe her I adore, 

Could it be more Satisfaction to her to have 
me wretched than happy, I ſhould chuſe the 
firſt, and find ſome Satisfaction in Miſery: But 
whas I cannot endure is, to be indifferent to 
her; to be eternally thinking of her, and never 
thought of by her, Heavens preſerve me from 


this, and I willingly in every Thing elſe ſubs 


mit to Fate, 
O how I fear her Wit, her Judgment, that 
Diſtinction that lets no Folly eſcape ! I fear her 


but upon this Score, for ſure I am, all her Pene- 


tration can never: diſcover the leaſt Conrradidtion, 
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the leaſt Deceit in any Word, the leaſt Want of 


Reſpect in any Action. Sure Jam, no Time can 
ever d iſcover the leaſt Diminution in my Zeal, 


and muſt I nevertheleſs fear this moſt adored | 
Lady ſhould employ that Over-Stock of Wit ſhe | 
hach, to ridicule the Sufferings of a breaking Heart, 
ſo faithful, ſo ſubmiſſive, ſo ſincere? Oh! How | 
ſhall ! erpreſt my ſelf? What ſhall I ſay? Or | 
is it poſſible to be filent ? There is a diſtracted } 


Language ſhe does not underſtand; the Dialect 


is particular to them that love; and the cruel 


Lady will find no Senſe in it, becauſe ſhe is in- 


ſenfible, She muſt not then play the Critick 
too ſeverely, if ſhe ſhould chance to hear my | 
Complaints. She mnſt excuſe my accuſing her 
of Ignorance. What is it ſhe does not under- } 


land but Love? Vows, Curſes, Melancholy, 


Madneſs, Hopes, Deſpair, Shunning, Purſuing, | 


Paſſion, Diſcretion, Impatience, Reſignation ; all 
theſe in one Letter, ſhe would call a romantick 
Heap of Contradictions ſhuffled together ; yet they 


do all agree in me, and work at once in my | 


diſtracted Mind, If the greateſt Wit had put 
them together with the utmoſt Art and Paſſion, 
they would exprefs leſs than I feel: The Thoughts 
would be below wy Love, and not above the 
Trath. 

Who can teach me to write to this terrible 
Lady, that ignorant of the Fatality of her Charms, 
might ſuſpect the Effects of them; and when 


they are but faintly painted, would think the 


Colours fierce ? What can I have Recourſe to but 
Plainneſs and Sincerity ? Sure then, without 
Offence, I may tell this Truth, What can the 
Admiration of her Wit, the Evidence of her 
Generofity, and Truth added to theſe, that charm- 
ing Agreeableneſs in every Word, in every Look, 
in every Action? What can all theſe produce, 


but Love with the A Paſlion ? O there the 
5 Criminal 
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Criminal Word is out! and yet ſhe cannot be diſ- 
pleaſed, though one without Virtue, without Wit; 
with little Reputation, might pretend to be 
angry. 

Were it too much for a Man me hath brought 
to the Brink of Deſpair, for a Man that would 
die a Thouſand Deaths to ſerve her, to whom 
Life is a Burden, unleſs ſhe make it eaſier to 


him? O were it too much to beg Leave, when 


he ſcarce ever ſees her, when he dare never 
ſpeak, that he might ſometimes eaſe his Soul 
in a reſpectful Line! Has not every Body eter- 
nal Opportunities of ſpeaking to her? And muſt 
I, that ſuffer more than ever Man did, not dare 
almoſt to come near her?

Flames to come to her, and not feel more Heat ; 
tho I could ſwim through Seas, and not quench | 
the Flame; yet I love with that Coolnefs and 
Temper, with that Command over my Paſſion, 
that; rather than bring her to the leaſt Incon- 
veniency, I would renounce the utmoſt Ha ppi- 
neſs if it were in my Reach.

Miſery be- 
yond this is hardly to be conceived. This ſeems

Racks are forbidden 
for our Bodies by our Laws, and is it lawful for 
her to torment and crucify my Soul? Againſt 
the happy Moment that I ſee her next, may 
ſome generous Friend adviſe her to conſult that 
Heart of hers, which would ſhew more Compaſ- 
ſion where it were leſs neceſſary : Let her conſi- 
der, whether there is nothing due to that faith- 
ful Slave, who at all Times, in all Places livesy 
but dying for her.

I intend in a ſhort time to publiſh a large and ra- 
tional Defence of chis Art, and therefore ſhall ſay no 
more in its Juſtification at preſent, than that it hath 
been in all Ages defended by many learned Men, and 
among the reſt by Socrates himſelf, whom I look 
upon as undoubtedly the wiſeſt of uninſpired Mor- 
tals; to which if we add, that thoſe who have con- 
demned this Art, tho otherwiſe Learned, having 
been ſuch as either did not apply their Studies this 
way, or at leaſt did not ſucceed in their Applica- 
tions; their Teſtimony will not be of much weight 
to its diſadvantage, ſince they are liable to the com- 


mon Objection, of condemning what they did not 


underſtand, | 

Nor am I at all offended, or think it an Injury to 
the Art, when I ſee the common Dealers in it, the 
Students in Aſtrology, the Philomaths, and the reſt 
of that Tribe, treated by wiſe Men with the utmoſt 
Scorn and Contempt; but rather wonder, when 1 
obſerye Gentlemen in the Country, rich enough to 
ſerve the Nation in Parliament, poring in Par= 
tridge's Almanack, to find out the Events of the 
Year at Home and Abroad; not daring to propoſe 
a Hunting-Macch, till Gadbary or he have fix d the 
o | 


I 
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I will allow either of the two I have mention'd, 
or any other of the Fraternity, to be not only Aſtro- 
logers, but Conjurers too, if I do not produce a 
hundred Inſtances in all their Almanacks, to con- 
vince any reaſonable Man, that they do not fo much 
as underſtand common Grammar and Syntax; that 
they are not able to ſpell any word out of the uſual 
Road, nor even in their Prefaces write common 
Senſe or intelligible Engliſh. Then for their Obſer- 
vations and Predictions, they are ſuch as will equal- 
ly ſuit any Age or Country in the World. This 
Month a certain great Perſon will be threaten'd with 
Death or Sickneſs, This the News-Papers will tell 
them, for there we find at the end of the Year, that 
no Month paſſes without the Death of ſome Perſon 
of Note; and it would be hard if it ſhould be o- 
therwiſe, when there are at leaſt two thouſand P-r- 
ſons of Note in this Kingdom, many of them old, 
and the Almanack-maker has the liberty of chuſing 
the ſieklieſt Seaſon of the Year where he may fix his 
Prediction. Again, This Month an eminent Clergy- 
man will be preſer' d; of which there may be ſome 
hundreds, half of them with one Foot in the Grave. 
Then, Such a Planet in ſuch a Houſe, ſhews great 
Machinations, Plots and Conſpiracies, that may in 
time be brought to Light, After which, if we hear 
of any Diſcovery, the Aſtrologer gets the Honour; 
if not, his Prediction ſtill ſtands good. And at laſt, 
God preſerve King William from all his open and 
ſecret Enemies, Amen, When if the King ſhould 
happen to have died, the Aſtrologer plainly foretold 
it ; otherwiſe it pafles but for the pious Ejaculation

Having long obſerv'd and lamented theſe and a 
hundred other Abuſes of this Art, too tedious to re- 
peat, I reſolved to proceed in a new way, which 
I doubt not will be to the general Satisfaction of the 
Kingdom, I can this Year produce but a Speci- 
men of what I deſign for the future; having em- 
ploy'd moſt part of my Time in adjuſting and cor- 
recting the Calculations I made for ſome Years paſt, 
becauſe I would offer nothing to the World of which 
Jam not as fully fatisfy'd, as that I am now alive.

I ſhall be very free ; and the truth of my Conjec- 
tures will as much appear from theſe 1s the other. 
As for the moſt ſignal Events abroad in France, 
Flanders, Italy, and Spain, I ſhall make no ſcruple 
to predict them in plain terms: ſome of them are of

A lit- 
tle time will determine whether I have deceiyed others 
or myſelf; and I think it no very unreaſonable Re- 
queſt, that Men would pleaſe to ſuſpend their) udgments 
till then, I was once of the opinion with thoſe who 
deſpiſe all Predictions from the Stars, till in the Year

2 5000 rioſity, I have for ſome days paſt enquir'd 

" conſtantly after Partridge the Almanack- 
maker, of whom it was foretold in Mr. Bickerſtaſf's 
Predictions, publiſh'd about a Month ago, that he 
| ſhould die the 29th inftant about Eleyen at Night, * | 
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a raging Fever. I had ſome ſort of knowledge of 
him when I was employ'd in the Revenue, becauſe 
he ufed eyery Year to preſent me with his Almanack, 
as he did other Gentlemen, upon the ſcore of ſome 
little Gratuity we gave him. I ſaw him accidentally 
once or twice about ten days before he died, and 
obſe rved he began very much to droop and languiſh, 
tho I hear his Friends did not ſeem to apprehend 
him in any danger. About two or three days ago 
he grew ill, was confin'd firſt to his Chamber, and in 
a few hours after to his Bed, where Dr, Caſe and 
Mrs. Kirleus were ſent for to viſit and to preſcribe 
to him. Upon this Intelligence I ſent thrice every 
day one Servant or other to enquire after his Health 
and yeſterday, about Four in the Afternoon, word 
was brought me that he was paſt hopes; upon which 
I preyailed with myſelf to go and ſee him, partly out 
of Commiſeration, and J confeſs partly out of Cu- 
rioſity. He knew me very well, ſeem'd ſurpriz d at 
my Condeſcenſion, and made me Compliments up- 
on it, as well as he could in the Condition he was. 
The People about him ſaid he had been for ſome 
time delirious; but when I ſaw him, he had his Un- 
derſtanding as well as ever I knew, and ſpoke ſtrong 
and hearty, without any ſeeming Uneaſineſs or 
Conſtraint... After I had told him how ſorry I was 
to ſee him in thoſe melancholy Circumſtances, and 
ſaid ſome other Civilities ſuitable to the occaſion, I 
deſired him to tell me freely and ingenuouſly whe- 
ther the Predictions of Mr. Bickerſtaff had publiſh'd 
relating to his Death, had not too much affected 
and work'd on his Imagination? He confeſs'd, he 
had often had it in his Head, but neyer with much 
Apprehenſion till about a Fortnight before; ſince 
which time it had the perpetual poſſeſſion of his 
Mind and Thoughts, and he did verily believe was 


the true natural cauſe of his preſent Diſtemper: 41 
ai 
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ſaid he, I am throughly perſuaded, and I think I 
have very good Reaſons, that Mr, Bickerſtaff ſpoke 
altogether by gueſs, and knew no more what will 
happen this Year than I did myſelf. I told him his 
Diſcourſe ſurpriz'd me, and I would be glad he were 
in a State of Health to be able to tell me what rea- 
ſon he had to be convinced of Mr. Bickerſtaſf's Ig- 
norance, He reply'd, I am a poor ignorant Fellow, 
bred to a mean Trade, yet I haye Senſe enough to 
know, that all Pretences of foretelling by Aſtrology 
are Deceits, for this manifeſt Reaſon, becauſe the 
Wiſe and the Learned, who can only know whe- 


ther there be any truth in this Science, do all unani- 


mouſly agree to laugh at and deſpiſe it ; and none 


but the poor ignorant Vulgar give it any Credit, and 


that only upon the word of ſuch filly Wretches as I 
and my Fellows, who can hardly write or read, I 
then ask*d him why he had not calculated his own Na- 
tivity, to ſee whether it agreed with Mr. Biekerſtaff *s 
Prediction? At which he ſhook his Head, and 
ſaid, O! Sir, this is no time for jeſting, but for 
repenting of thoſe Fooleries, as I do now from the 
very bottom of my Heart, By what I can gather 
from you, ſaid I, the Obſervations and Predictions 


you printed with your Almanacks, were mere Impo- 


ſitions upon the People. He reply'd, if it were o- 


therwiſe, I ſhould have the leſs to anſwer for. We 


have a common Form for all theſe things: as to 


foretelling the Weather, we never meddle with that, 


but leave it to the Printer, who takes it out of any 
old Almanack as he thinks fit; the reſt was my own 
Invention to make my Almanack ſel], having a Wife 


to maintain, and no other way to get my Bread, for 


mending old Shoes is a poor Livelihood: and (added 
he, ſighing) I wiſh I may not have done more 


Miſchief by my Phyſick than my Aſtrology, tho L 


had ſome good Receipts from my W 
an 
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and my own Compoſitions were ſuch as I thought 
could at leaſt do no hurt. | 

I had ſome other Diſcourſes with him, which now 
I cannot call to mind; and I fear I have already 
tired your Lordſhip. I ſhall only add one Cir. 
cumſtance, that on his Death-Bed he declar'd himſelf 
a Nonconformiſt, and had a Fanatick Preacher to be 
his Spiritual Guide. After half an Hour's Converſa- 
tion, I took my leave, being half ſtifled by the cloſe- 
neſs of the Room. I imagin'd he could not hold out 
long, and therefore withdrew to a little Coffee - houſe 
hard by, leaving a Servant at the Houſe with Orders 
to come immediately, and tell me as near as he 
could the Minute when Partridge ſhould expire, 
which was not above two hours after; when 
looking upon my Watch, 1 found it to be a- 
bove five Minutes after Seven; by which it is 
clear that Mr. Bicłerſtaff was miſtaken almoſt four 
Hours in his Calculation. In the other Circumftances 
he was exact enough. But whether he has not been 
the Cauſe of this poor Man's Death, as well as the 
Predictor, may be very reaſonably diſputed, How- 
ever, it muſt be confeſs'd the matter is odd enough, 
whether we ſhould endeayour to account for it by 
Chance, or the Effect of Imagination: for my own 
part, tho I believe no Man has leſs Faith in theſe matters, 
yet I ſhall wait with ſome Impatience, and not 
without ExpeQation, the fulfilling of Mr. B:cker/taff*s 
Second Prediction, that. the Cardinal de Noailles is to 
die upon the 4th of April; and if that ſhould be ve- 
rified as exactly as this of poor Partridge, I muſt own 
I ſhould be wholly ſurprized, and at a loſs, and ſhould 
infallibly expect the Accompliſhment of all the reſt.

ZR. Partridge hath been lately pleaſed to treat 
me after a very rough manner in that 
& which is called his Almanack for the pre- 
ſent Year, Such Uſage is very indecent 
from one Gentleman to another, and does not at all 
contribute to the diſcovery of Truth, which ought 
io be the great End in all Diſputes of the W 
| 40 
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To call a Man Fool and Villain, and impudent Fel. 
low, only for differing from him in a Point merely 
Speculative, is in my humble opinion, a very impro- 
er Style for a Perſon of his Education. I appeal to 
the learned World, whether in my laſt Year's Pre- 
ditions, I gave him the leaſt Proyocation for ſuch 
unworthy Treatment. Philoſophers have differed 
in all Ages, but the diſcreeteſt among them have al- 
war's differed as became Philoſophers. Scurrility and 
Paſſion, in a Controverſy among Scholars, is juſt ſo 
much as nothing to the purpoſe 5 and at beſt a tacit 
Confeſſion of a weak Cauſe. My Concern is not 
ſo much for my own Reputation, as that of the 
Republick of Letters, which Mr. Partridge hath endea- 
voured to wound thro my Sides. If Men of pub- 
lick Spirit muſt be ſuperciliouſly treated for their 
ingenuous Attempts, how will true uſeful Knowledge 
be eyeriadvanced? I wiſh Mr. Partridge knew the 
Thoughts which foreign Univerſities have \ conceived 
of his ungenerous Proceeding with me; but 1-am 
too tender of his Reputation, to publiſh them to the 
World. That Spirit of Envy and Pride which blaſts 


ſo many riſing Genjus's in our Nation, is yet un- 


known among Profeſſors abroad: the neceſſity: of 
juſtifying myſelf, will excuſe my Vanity, when I tell 
the Reader, that I have near a hundred honorary 
Letters from ſeveral Parts of Europe, (ſome as far as 
Muſcovy) in praiſe of my Performance; beſides ſe- 
veral others which, as I have been credibly inform'd, 
were open'd in the Poſt-Office, and never ſent me. 
*Tis true, the Inquiſition in Portugal was pleaſed to 
burn my Predictions, and condemn the Author and 
Readers of them; but 1 hope at the ſame time it 
will be confider'd.in how deplorable a State Learn- 


ing lies at preſent in that Kingdom: and with the 


profoundeſt Veneration for croꝛun d Heads, I will 
Preſume to add, that it a little concerned his Majeſty 
nn, 0 
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of Portugal to interpoſe his Authority in behalf of a 
Scholar and a Gentleman, the Subject of a Nation 
with which he is now in ſo ſtrict an Alliance. But 
the other Kingdoms and States of Europe have treat- 
ed me with more Candour and Generoſity. If I 
had leave to print the Latin Letters tranſmitted to me 
from foreign Parts, they would fill a Volume, and 
be a full Defence againſt all that Mr. Partridge, or his 
Accamplices of the Portugal Inquiſition, will be ever 
able to object: who, by the way, are the only Ene- 
mies my Predictions have ever met with at home or 
abroad. But I hope I know better what is due to 
the Honour of a learned Correſpondence, in ſo ten- 
der a Point, Yet ſome of thoſe illuſtrious Perſons 
will perhaps excuſe me from tranſcribing a Paſſage 
or two in my own Vindication. The moſt Learned 
Monſieur Leibnits thus addreſſes to me his third Let- 
ter: Uluſtriſſimo Bickerſtaſſio Aſtrologiæ inſtauratori, 
exc. Monſieur le Clerc quoting my Predictions in a 
Treatiſe he publiſh'd laſt Year, is pleaſed to ſay, Ita 
nuperrime Bickerſtaffius magnum illud Angliæ ſidus, 
Another great Profeſſor writing of me, has theſe 
words, -Bickerſtaffius, nobilis Anglus, Afirologorum 
hujuſce Sœculi facile Princeps. Signior Magliabecchi, 
the Great Duke's famous Library- Keeper, ſpends al- 
moſt his whole Letter in Compliments and Praiſes. 
Tis true, the renowned Profeſſor of Aſtronomy at 
Utrecht, ſeems to differ from me in one Article; 
but it is after the modeſt manner that becomes a 
Philoſopher ; as, Pace tanti viri dixerim, And 
Pag. 55. he ſeems to lay the Error upon the Printer, 
(as indeed it ought) and ſays, Vel Jorfan Error Ty- 
pographi, cum alioquin Bickerſtaſſius vir dectiſſi- 
Vo FE OT 

If Mr. Partridge had follow'd this Example in the 
Controverſy between us, he might have ſpared me 
the trouble of juſtifying myſelf in ſo publick a man- 
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ner. I believe few Men are readier to own their 
Errots than I, or more thankful to thoſe who will 
pleaſe to inform me of them. But it ſeems this 
Gentleman, inſtead of encouraging the Progreſs of his 
own Art, is pleaſed to look upon all Attempts of that 
kind as an Invaſion of his Province. He has been 
indeed ſo wiſe, to make no Objection againſt the 
Truth of my Predictions, except in one ſingle Point 
relating to himſelf: And to demonſtrate how much 
Men are blinded by their own Partiality, I do ſo- 
lemnly aſſure the Reader, that he is the only Perſon 
from whom 1 ever heard that Objectiom offer'd ; 
which Conſideration alone, I think, will take off all 
its weight. f 

With my utmoſt Endeavours, I have not been a- 
ble to trace above two Objections ever made againſt

Without entring into Criticiſms of Chronology 
about the Hour of his Death, I ſhall only prove, 
that Mr. Partridge is not alive. And my firſt Argu- 
ment is thus: Above a thouſand Gentlemen having 
bought his Almanack for this Year, merely to find 
what he. faid. againſt me; at every Line they read, 
they would lift up their Eyes, and cry out, betwixt 
Rage and Laughter, They were ſure no Man alive 
ever writ- ſuch damn'd Stuff as this is... Neither 
did I ever hear that Opinion dilpuced, So .that Mr, 
Partridge lies under a Dilemma, either of diſowning 
his Almanack, or allowing , himſelf to be zo Man 
alive, But now, if an aninform'd Carcaſe walks 
ſtill about, and is pleaſed to call itſelf Partridge, Mr, 
Bicker/taff does not think himſelf any way anſwerable 
for that. Neither had the ſaid Carcaſe any right to 
beat the poor Body who happen'd to paſs by it in 
the Street, crying, A full and true Account of Dr, 
Partridge's Death, &c. | | 

Secondly, Mr. Partridge pretends to tell Fortunes, 
and recover ſtolen Goods, which all, the Pariſh ſays 
he muſt do by converſing with the Devil and other 
evil Spirits: and no wiſe Man will ever allow he 
could converſe perſonally with either, till after he 


was dead. 


Thirdly, I will plainly prove him to be dead, out 
of his own Almanack for this Year, and from the 
very Paſſage which he produces to make us think he 
is alive. He there ſays, He is not only now alive, 
© but was alſo, alive upon that very 29th of March, 
© which I foretold he ſhould die on.“ By this he de- 

181 Ee, O 2 clares 
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clares his opinion, That a Man may be alive now, 
who was not alive a Twelvemonth ago. And indeed, 
there lies the Sophiſtry of his Argument, He dares 
not aſſert he was alive ever ſince that 2gth of March, 
but that he 75-202 alive, and was ſo on that Day. 
I grant the latter, for he did not die till Night, as 
appears by the printed Account of his Death, In a 
Letter to a Lord; and whether he is ſince revived, I 
leave the World to judge. This indeed is perfect 
cavilling, and I am afhamed to dwell any longer 
upon it, | fbf, 

Fourthly, I will appeal to Mr, Partridge himſelf, 
whether it be probable I-could have been ſo indiſereet, 
to begin my Predictions with the only Falſhood that 
ever was pretended to be in them; and this is an 
Affair at home, where I had ſo many Opportunities 
to be exact, and muſt have given ſuch Advantages 
againſt me to a Perfon of Mr. Partridges Wit and 
Learning, who, if he could poſſibly have rais'd one 
ſingle Objection more againſt the truth of my Pro- 
phecies, would hardly have ſpared me. 

And here I muſt take occaſion to reprove the 
above- mention'd Writer of the Relation of Mr. Par- 
tridge's Death, in a Lerter to Lord, who was pleaſed 
to tax me with a Miſtake of Four whole Hours in 
my Calculation of that Event. I muſt confeſs, this 
Cenſure, pronounced with an Air of Certainty, in a 
matter that ſo nearly concerned me, and by a grave 
judicious Author, moved me not a litile. But tho 1 
was at that time out of Town, yet ſeveral of my 
Friends, whoſe Curioſity had led them to be exactiy 
informed, (for as to my own part, having no Doubt 
at all in the matter, I never once thought of it) aſ- 
ſured me I computed to ſomething under half an 
Hour; which (I ſpeak my private Opinion) is an 
Error of no very great Magnitude; that Men ſhould 
raiſe a Clamour about it. I ſhall only ſay, it would 
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not be amiſs, if that Author would henceforth be 
more tender of other Mens Reputation as well as his 
own. It is well there were no more Miſtakes of 


that kind; if there had, I preſume he would have 


told me of them with as little Ceremony. | 

There is one Objection againſt Mr. Partridge's 
Death which I have ſometimes met with, tho indeed 
very lightly offer d, That he ſtill continues to write 
Almanacks. But this is no more than what is com- 
mon to all of that Profeſſion: Gadbury, Poor Robin, 
Dove, Wing, and ſeveral others, do yearly publiſh 
their Almanacks, tho ſeveral of them have been dead 
ſince before the Revolution. Now the natural Rea- 
ſon of this I take to be, that whereas it is the Privi- 
lege of other Authors to live after their Deaths, Al- 
manack-makers are alone excluded, becauſe their 
Diſſertations treating only upon the Minutes as they 
paſs, become uſeleſs as thoſe go off. In conſidera- 
tion of which, Time, whoſe Regiſters they are, gives 
them a Leaſe in Reverſion, to continue their Works 
after their death, FORE, 

I ſhould not have given the Publick or myſelf the 
trouble of this Vindication, if my Name had not 
been made uſe of by ſeveral Perſons, - to whom I 
never lent it: one of which a few days ago was 
pleaſed to father on me a new Set of Predictions. 
But I think thoſe are things too ſerious to be trifled 
with, It grieved me to the heart, when I ſaw my 
Labours, which had coſt me ſo much Thought and 
Watching, bawl'd about by common Hawkers, which 
I only intended for the weighty Conſideration of 
the grayeſt Perſons. This prejudiced the World ſo 


much at firſt, that ſeveral of my Friends had the 


Aſſurance to ask me, whether 1 were in jeſt? To 
which I only anſwer'd coldly, That the Event would 


ſhew, But it is the Talent of our Age and Nation to 


turn things of the greateſt Importance into Ridicule.

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When the end of the Year had verified all my Pre. 
dictions, out comes Mr. Partridge's Almanack, diſpu- 
ting the point of his Death; ſo that J am employed 
like the General, who was forced to kill his Enemies 
twice over, whom a Necromancer had raiſed to Life, | 
If Mr, Partridge has practiſed the ſame Experiment 
upon himſelf, and be again alive, long may he con- | 
tinue ſo; that does not in the leaſt contradict my 
Veracity ; but I think I have clearly proved, by in- 
vincible Demonſtration, that he died at fartheſt with- 
in balf an Hour of the time I foretold, and not four 
Hours ſooner, as the aboye-mention'd Author, in 
his Letter to a Lord, hath maliciouſly ſuggeſted, with 
deſign to blaſt my Credit, by charging me with fo 
groſs a Miſtake. |
